CHICAOO. April 5. — Six hundred 


and fifty Chicago churches which have 
300,000 communicants have gone on 
record in favor of releasing all men 
held in federal penitentaries for ex- 
pressing opinions against tho war. 
These churches, which comprise 10 
denominations, are petitioning Presi- 
dent Harding to free the 
politicals 


without further delay. 


Official action to this effect 
was 


taken at a meeting 
of the 
Chicago 


Church federation. 1'rcviously a reso- 
lution urging Harding to grant gen- 
eral amnesty was proposed before the 
federation, but was objected 
to by 


delegates who Insisted that a state- 
ment from the government be first ob- 
tained showing the precise status of 
all the prisoners in question. 


Accordingly, the Rev. M. r. Boynton, 


chairman of the federation's political 
action commission, addressed an in- 
quiry to Attorney General Daugherty. 
In reply came a letter over Daugh- 
crty's signature accusing the I. W. W. 
of destroying 550,000,000 
worth of 


property in California, and implying 
In an ingeniously worded 
paragraph 


that the I. W. W. members all took 
an oath that they would "hold in su- 
preme contempt all the institutions of 
capitalism, ecclesiastical and secular, 
including its laws, its courts, its re- 
ligions, and ts flags." 


Daugherty's letter was turned over 


to the Federal Council of Churches for

Ambassador Of Peace

HORTLY before he sailed Alanson B. Houghton, the new 
American Ambassador to Germany, made a speech at a fare- 


well dinner that profoundly impressed those who heard it. The 
full text of the speech, will, we arc .sure, similarly impress those 
who read it. 


It is wholly unlike the conventional diplomatic utterance. 


No shopworn sentimentalities are paraded. Yel it i» the ve»> 
essence of discretion. 
It is a sermon without a trace of 


'•"preachy" flavor. 
This new Ambassador is a practical man and a sort of 


twentieth century Epiceteus, too. The world, he realizes, has 
got to get back to work, especially the European world. He is 
not specific as to how that can be done but is quite clear how it 
cannot be done. Hate, he observes, has no value of any kind. 
It injures the hater as much as the hated. He does not banally 
propose that the European nations forgive and forget. 
He 


frankly states that Germany, as the loser, must pay as much as 
she can. But the question of who was responsible for the war, 
with all its poignant and desolate implications, ought to be 
tabled. What Europe and the whole world should understand 
is that the war left everybody poorer and the only way out of 
impoverishment is work. 


As Mr. Houghton sees it, the situation calls for men of good 


will. He believes such men exist in all the warring countries — 
enough of them to "leaven the whole" if they undertake the 
task.It is in this spirit the new German Ambassador approaches 
his duties. He is aware it is not an easy post to which he has 
been assigned. But he points to the long cordial relationship be- 
tween Germany and the United States, to the esteem and friend- 
ship between American citizens of German birth or extraction 
and Americans of other descent, and insists that such a history 
should vanquish the misunderstandings and passions of a war. 


A minister of the gospel of good will is Mr. Houghton, who 


seems to possess common sense in the uncommon degree that 
spells wisdom. 
With high expectations, in which the United 


States can join, Germany is preparing to welcome this "Am- 
bassador of Peace."

Under tho leadership of Chairman McCumber and 
with the support of my committees I am lirmly convinced that the 
tariff bill, when finally enacted, will be one which every section of this 
country will gladly support. As there never has been such a need for 
a tariff which recognized all sections alike and as thoio never bus been 
such a unanimous demand for tariff legislation 
I think I can safely 


say that this Congress will never adjourn until the tariff bill is passed. 


We would not question that the woods and templed hills 


are echoing the demand for a new high-tariff law or that infants 
cry for it. What we should like to ask. however is: What can 
be the object of the Missouri, the Illinois, the Iowa and Kansas
